Margherita Arliua Hamm. One of these 
s what wo might call hair soap and is 
used for shampooing purposes. 
How it 
is made 1 never could find out, but from 
the mere appearance of the article I 
should say it was composed of fine curl­ 
ed hay , oatmeal, wheat husks, grease 
and a little borax . 
It looks for all the 
world like some of the oil cakes which 
dairy men feed to their cows in winter 
time. 
Iu the market it is sold by the 
cake, or to those who cannot afford the 
lux ury in small piece* The cake is 
round or elliptical in outline, from an 
inch to 2 inches in thickness, from 12 
inches to 2 feet in length and from 8 to 
15 inches in width. It m ust weigh two 
or three pounds. 
In using it y our maid breaks off a 
piece about as large as an ordinary cake 
of toilet soap. 
When applied to the 
hair, it produces a fair lather, and the 
hay and husk separate and work their 
way into the scalp. The rubbing causes 
them to polish the scalp as well as the 
hair itself. The subseq uent rinsing car­ 
ries away all these vegetable ingredients 
and leaves the hair and scalp in beauti­ 
ful condition—the former soft and silky , 
the latter pink and warm. 
While the 
hair soap is very ugly to look at and 
seems altogether ridiculous, y et it y ou 
use it once y ou are simply charmed 
with y our new acq uisition and employ 
it regularly thereafter. 
Eq ually odd and useful are the tongue 
scrapers. 
They are made of tin for the 
very poor, of silver for the prosperous 
and of gold for the very rich. T hey are 
about the general dimensions of 
whalebone, ex cepting they are much 
shorter. The shortest are four inches in 
length, and from that they run up to a 
foot. One end of the metal ribbon is 
attached to a silver ring, by which the 
scraper can be hung from a nail in the 
bathroom when not in use. 
The edges are not sharp, like a knife, 
bnt resemble that of a screwdriver 
What is wanted is: an edge that will not 
cut on the one side, hut will remove 
any coating from the tongue upon the 
other. Besides cleansing the tongue it 
is also supposed to strengthen that use­ 
ful member and to keep it free from any 
eruption. The blade is usually plain 
and burnished, but in the more ex pen 
sive sty les it is clutsed iu patterns that 
are almost Gieek in their beauty and 
grace.

The Treatm ent o f Headache. 
“ There are so many causes for head 
aches and so many conditions that lead 
up to this distressing malady that it is 
often very difficult to diognosticate the 
case properly ,” said a medical man of 
wide ex perience. “ Of course, if the root 
of the matter is not reached, medicines 
avail nothing and may do more harm 
than good. One thing, however, is q uite 
certain, and that is that congestion is a 
very freq uent accompaniment <>f head­ 
ache, and the pressure on the brain be­ 
comes ex tremely painful and may lead 
to dangerous conseq uences. 
It. is evi­ 
dent, therefore, that any course of treat­ 
ment that relieves the overfull blood 
vessels of the brain must be desirable. 
It is alway s best to consult some re lia ­ 
ble phy sician, if one is within reach, 
but this a great many jieople are averse 
to doing, and some are so situated that 
medical aid is not within call. For this 
class of persons a simple remedy may 
be mentioned that lias been the means 
of relieving many a suff erer and is so 
easily applied and so absolutely harm ­ 
less th at it is well worth knowing: 
“ When the beating, thumping sensa­ 
tion begins in the head, take eq ual 
q uantities of pure cay enne pepper and 
flour. Mix them up w ith water to form 
a smooth paste thick enough to spread 
like a salve. 
Ihit this upon a piece of 
soft paper and apply it to the back of 
the neck just below the edgeof the hair. 
In warm weather it iH best to wash tho 
neck w ith a cloth wet with soap and 
water, as the oily jierspirution tnay in­ 
terfere with the action of the plaster. 
One groat advantage of cay enne pepper 
plaster over mustard is that, while the 
latter freq uently blisters, the former 
never does so, no m atter how strong it 
is applied. In the use of mustard, if the 
skin is broken, all treatm ent m ust cease 
until it heals, but with pepper, when 
the plaster loses its effect, another may 
be applied without 
unpleasant conse­ 
q uences.” —New York Ledger.

The deep portico of the passagran 
commands an angle and two sides of 
the square temple, and from the mas- 
«¡1 black ened and bleached stones th*4 
e y e finally arranges and follows out the 
brok en lines of the terraced pyramid, 
cov ered w ith such a wealth of orna­ 
ment as n« > other one structure in th« * 
world presents. 
Tim first near v i« *w is 
almost disappointing. 
In the blur of 
details it is difficult to realize tin« v ast 
proportions of this 12 century old strue- 
tur« — a pyramid tin* base platform «¡1 
which is 500 lect square, the first ter 
race walls are 600 feet square, and the 
final dome rises to a height of 100 feet. 
Stripped of ev ery k indly relief of v ine 
and moss, ev ery gap and ruined angle 
v isible, there was something garish, 
raw and almost disordered at tin* first 
glance, almost as jarring as newness, 
and tin* har« l black and w hite effect of 
the dark lichens on the gray trachyte 
mad« “ it look lik e a bad photograph of 
tin* pile. 
The temple stands on a broad plat­ 
form and rises first in fiv e square t* r- 
races, inclosing galleries or processional 
paths between their walls, which are 
cov ered on each si«l«> w ith bas-relief 
sculptures. 
If placed in single line, 
these bas-reliefs would extend for thr<■«* 
miles. 
The t**rrace walls hold 
466 
niches <»r alcov e chapels, where life m/ i* 
Buddhas sit s«*r< ne upon lotus cushions. 
Staireascs ascend in straight lilies from 
each of the four sides, passing uiultr 
stepped or pointed arches the k eystem-s 
of which are elaborately carv ed mask s, 
and rows of sock ets in the jambs show 
wh« re wood or metal doors one« « swung. 
Abov e tin« square t« 4rracew are three 
circular terraces, where 72 latticed da- 
gohas (reliquaries in tin* shape of the 
calyx or bud of tho lotus) inclose each 
a seated image, 22 more Buddhas sit­ 
ting in th« s«> inner, up]» « r circles of 
Nirv ana, facing a grout dagoba, or final 
cupola, the exact function or purpose 
«>t which as k« v t«» the whole structure4 
is still tin4 puzzle of archa4ologists. 
This final shrim* is 50 foot in diameter 
and either cov ered a relic <»f Buddha « jr 
a central well w hen4 the« ashes of priests 
and princes were deposited, or is a form 
surv iv ing from the tree temples of the 
earliest prim itiv e« ast when nature wor­ 
ship prev ailed. 
The English engineers 
made an « » polling in the solid exterior 
and fouud an unfinished statue of Bud­ 
dha ««n a plutform ov er a deep well hole, 
and its head, half buried in debris, still 
smiles upon one from the deep cav ern. 
A staircase has been construct «1 to the 
summit of this dagoba, and from it on« 
lo o k s down upon the whole structure as 
on a ground plan draw ing and out ov er 
finely cultiv ated fields and thick palm 
grov es to the matchless peak s and the 
nearer hills that inclose this fertile v al­ 
ley «if the Boro Bo* dor— ’‘the v ery finest 
v iew 1 ev er saw ,” wrote Marianne 
Nor 111. 
Three-fourths of th« 4 terrace chapels 
and the upper dagobas ha w crumbled; 
hundreds of statues are headless, arm* 
h -m ov erturned, missing; 
tees, or fin- 
ials, an* gout« from the bell roofs; ter­ 
race walls bulge, lean outward and 
hu w fallen in long stretches, and tin4 
circular plat forms and the processional 
paths undulate as if earthquak e wav es 
were at th*4 moment rock ing th** mass. 
No cement was used to hold the fitted 
stones together, and other Hindoo pecul­ 
iarities of construction ar« * the entire 
absence of a column, a pillar nr an arch. 
Vegetation wrought great ruin during 
its buried centuries, but earthquak es 
and tropical rains are work ing now a 
slow but surer ruin that will leav e lit­ 
tle ot Bor« » Bo**dor for the next centu­ 
ry s wonder se« k ers. unless the w ills 
are soon straightened 
and

braced.

Cloth printing, so managed that th« 4 
two sides are of entirely different pnt- 
tern, is among the r**<‘« >nt achiev ements 
of tin* dyer's art. 
The two faced effect 
s produc'd by first dyeing the entir« « 
fabric through and through of a single 
color The goods are then finished in th« 4 
usual fashion. They are afterward ]» ass* <1 
ov er rollers, which arc engrav ed with 
fine lin**» running diagonally in both 
dirtMtions 
A careful adjustm ent of tin4 
pressure <»f th*4 roller carrying th« 4 dye 
is made, thus prev enting the color from 
strik ing through.

Tht4 lak e is four feet long and full of 
small goldfish 
On the btirder stands a 
pine tret*, exactly is inches high ami 50 
years old 
Beneath its shade is u tem ­ 
ple carv ed out of out1 piece of stone the 
size of a brick 
On a lottv crag of some 
2 1 
feet stands a fine maple tree, per­ 
fect in form and shape, 15 years old 
and 1*2 inches high

Ev en tie4 gr« 4atest 
classic writers of « antiquity, Horace, Ca­ 
tullus, and others, who had great uppre 
ciation of tin« feminine beauty, nev er 
mentioned in th« * descriptions of their 
belov ed—and, as is well k nown, they 
had many— their small feet. 
“ The poopl*4 belonging to the Celtic 
race hav e small feet; the Hindoos es­ 
pecially hav e such feet and hands that 
they may bo env ied by many European 
countesses. 
The nativ e troops of th« 4 
English army in India possess in Eng­ 
land thi'ir own armory where peculiar 
k inds of weapons are constructed for 
them, and the sword hilts made for 
them are much too small for us to grasp 
w ith ease. Th« 4 greatest beauties of E u ­ 
rope, the Italians, hav e really long and 
broad feet. ” 
But ev en if wo do not care to be con 
v inced that th« 4 ideal foot is the foot 
that is long and broad, w ecan certainly 
realize the importance of care in 
select 
ing shoes of tin* proper size for comfort 
as well as beauty 
The foot nev er look s 
pretty in a shoo too small for if, an I 
such shoes soon become unshapely from 
undue pressure, giv ing anything but a 
pretty appearance. 
On the other hand, we should not fajl 
into tli*« error of buying shoes too large. 
These are quite us apt to cause <• » ms as 
small ones by rubbing certain parts of 
tin« foot. 11 any one lias tht* misiorfime 
to fall into this mistak e, it can 1»«* reme­ 
died to a great extent by inserting a - ft 
wad <*f cotton butting in the t »«* of the 
shoo or in tie« part that rub.' against 
the foot. 
The same car« « is necessary in buying 
shoes as in buying glov es. 
They will 
last much longer and hav e a better ap­ 
pearance when made of new, good sk ins. 
Old leather «»r k <1 is not soft and clastic 
and <1 ics not easily shape itself to the 
foot 
o r tlit* hand. 
This is not only a 
m atter of comfort, but of economy. 
In 
this, as in many 
ot he r tilings, “ the best 
is the cheapest.” and as few women, or 
m*4n « 'ithcr, for that matter, arc go« «1 
judges of Bather it will b«> xv i.se to bay 
only of honest, experienced dealers, in 
whom we can confide, for we cannot 
afford risk s in a matter wlrnre so much 
is inv olv ed. 
An uncomfortable sh a« is j 
really a v ery s* rions m atter when we 
tak e into consideration the pain and 
discomfort, tin* probable deformities in 
th*4 way of «*»» isis and bunions, th« > wear 
o n the nerv ous system and th« 4 unpleas­ 
ant e<» nsequeneos of our irritable tem ­ 
pers btv ause « if p« irsoiial discomfort. 
It scarcely seems mwssury to speak 
of the importance of frequent bathing 
of tli« « feet and paring of the nails, and 
yet many are surprisingly careless in 
this respect. Corns arc simply composed 
of a great numlier of layers of cuticle, 
or scarf sk in, one abov e another, each 
successiv e layer being larger than the 
preceding, s«> that the whole assumes 
tin« form of a grain of Indian corn; 
hence its name. This is constant iv press­ 
ing its poin: upon the tender flesh when 
the shoe press« * « a rut - against it, and 
as this cuticle is easily dissolv ed to a 
great extent by the warm water and 
simp we can see that bathing is the must 
ready and hannl* - remedy as well as 
prev entiv e. —Exchange.

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LAST S L A V E 
A U C T IO N . 


i t \V ;n a t S a v a nna h a Y e a r a n d a H a l f 
ISefore t he W a r . 
The last great slav e .auction li**](l in 
this country occurred just a year and a 
half before the w ar— m October, 1859 
—at the race track in Sav annah. 
The 
slav es were the property of Pierce B ut­ 
ler, a picturesque and prominent figure 
at that day m Philadelphia society, 
who is today only remembered as hav ­ 
ing been the husband of Fanny Kemble, 
the actress, reader and author. His fam ­ 
ily name was Mease, but he inherited a 
fortune in lands and slav es from his 
grandfather. Major Pierce Butler of 
South Carolina, on condition that he 
should tak e the latter’s name. 
B utler’s inv eterate passion for gam ­ 
bling got him into financial difficulties. 
It is said that he lost $26,000 on a sin­ 
gle hand— four deuces against 
four 
k ings h**ld by his opponent. 
Finally, to meet his los.ses, Butler 
was forced to sell his slav es. 
There 
were 988 of them in all. 
The sale took 
two days and netted $303,850. 
Butler 
had chosen a good tim e to sell. 
A year 
later his negroes would not hav e been 
worth a dollar a head. 
But the sale 
would hav e been more profitable had it 
not been announced as one of the con­ 
ditions that no div ision of families 
would be permitted. Hence, in order to 
secure a good slav e, buyers often had 
to tak e with them infirm or aged rela­ 
tiv es. 
Out of this limitation grew a 
memorable tragedy. 
Tom Pate, 
a well 
k nown Vick sburg trader, bought at the 
ale a man, his two sisters and his wife, 
with tin« guarantee that they should 
not bt« separated. 
Disregarding this, 
Pat« ) sold the sisters, one to Pat Somers, 
i broth* r trailer, and the other to a resi­ 
dent of «St. Louis. 
What legal rights a 
negro had in the south were well pro­ 
tected. 
Somers was told of the guaran­ 
tee, and he sent the girl back to Pate 
md demanded his money. 
A quarrel 
was the result, and Somers was shot 
dead. Ten days later his nephew k illed 
Pate, and died from wounds receiv ed. 
The feud was k ept up until ev ery male 
bearing the name of Pate was wiped 
out, and tl'.ep lie« w ar liberated the sis 
tors.—New York Herald.

In the m anager’s office in large whole- 
alo houses there nearly always hangs a 
map of territory surrounding Chicago 
j which is stuck full « if pins with red, 
[ blue, green «a* yellow glass heads. 
At 
first glance there stems to be little 
method in the madnes; with which the 
pins are placed, but t« i the merchant 
they are eloquent and tell exactly the 
sort of goods or quu:ni y « sold in a cer­ 
tain territory. 
In laying out routes for 
salesmen instructions are issued accord­ 
ing to the tale told by the pins, and 
when a certain st ction remains sparsely 
settled with the pins a plan of campaign 
is laid out and the drummers are sent 
in to capture it. Circulars, posters, local 
adv ertisiuents and ev ery sort « if com­ 
mercial gun is turned on the territory 
until it capitulates. 
So general is the 
use of these pins in wholesale houses 
that a firm mak * - a business *»f supply­ 
ing them, with other office fixtures.—

Strewn along for a distance of 5 0 
ywds in th e rear of th e Smith sonian in­ 
stitution are blocks of { l.i-tcr ot paris of 
every im;igij:a*>lc sh ape, soi.ie of largo 
giz.e and oth er.- ilrre<l togeth er as if to 
form 1)1.x cs. For tito most part th ey look 
like th oretuse ef a w’lii'ksluq) Hero and 
th ere one tragnu'ot or anoth er is seen to 
roM iiibi*- a ]>.irt et a fi-h or oth er ani­ 
mal, perh aps a tail, or a h ead with a 
pair of fore fiiiqn rs. A big slab bears th o 
impression of a snake, a> if th e ereaturo, 
h aving buried itself in n.iul for th o w in­ 
ter. h adw’akcd from its torpid state tuid 
craw’le;! aw’ay. 
t'tlstr objects yet more 
strange ar« ' l ict s and vaiions parts or 
h uman Ix idies apparenily tossili/a>d. 
Tiin’se odd looking th ings are molds. 
Th o Smith sonian institution lias been 
collecting th dii for 30 years past, and 
Siime of th e!» ) h ave cost a great deal of 
money. Quite a nunibi'r h ave been tetch - 
ed all th e way from Ala-^ka, rcprcsi nt- 
ing various animals pt'culiar to th e re­ 
gions of th e frozen north . If a <iuet*r rep­ 
tile or fish is found anyw'h cre, th ere is 
noth ing better th an to make .a cast of it 
in plaster of paris. 
By th is means its 
sh ape is copied to jierfection, and th at is 
a groat h elp for museum purposes. 
Wh en, a few years ago, a wh ale was 
stranded on th e New’ England coast, Dr. 
Palmer, tax iderm ist of tlie Smith sonian 
institution, was sent to make a copy ot 
it in papier mach o. 
Th is h o did—th at 
is to say, h e made a mold of th e cetacean 
ill plaster, of w’h ich h o took several bar­ 
rels full with 
h im, and th o papier 
mach e cast was produced afterward in 
Wash ington. 
Only one-h alf of th e wdialo was cast, 
h owever, representing wh at m igh t bo 
termed th o port side of th e animal. 
Th is is now h ung up in th e National 
museum. On one side it sh ow’s th o out­ 
side of th e creature and from th e oth er 
side th e inside. 
It W’as a clergyman 
wh o on a certain occasion not long ago 
W’as steering some iiiemberH of h is fkx :k 
th rough th o building, and, pausing in 
front of th e w’h ale, remarked, pointing 
to th e capacious interior of th e great 
marine mammal: 
“ You see, my dear friends, th at th ere 


W’a s plenty of room for .Tonah !” 
In such ways th o Hinith sonian insti­ 
tution h as collected molds and made 
casts of a great variety of animals, of­ 
ten sending long distances to get th em. 
Of reptiles alone it h as secured several 
h undreds, each representing a typical 
species, wh ile th e fish es run up to 1,200 
and uj)ward. 
From each plaster mold 
about 5 0 casts may h o made, if de­ 
sired. 
Th is facility of m ultiplication 
is utili” d to a considerable ex tent in 
anoth er I ■ anch ot th o w’ork not re­ 
lating to animals at all. To sch ools and 
to musonniH all over th o world th o 
Smith sonian institution sends sets of 
typical aboriginal implements of Ana r- 
ica. Th ose are valuable for i)iirposes of 
study. A mold from an actual stone ax 
w’ill furnish 5 0 fae.similes, wh ich only 
h ave to be painted in order to look ex ­ 
actly like th e original. 
If more are 
wanted, anoth er mold is eiisily made. 
Wh ile it would not h e easy to sh ip a 
W’h ale or a walrus to th o Smith sonian 
institution, smaller animals are readily 
transported. Ni*arlyall of th o c.reature.s 
of wh ich th ese molds are made are sent 
to th is city for th at purpose. 
Wh en 
{iracticable, two living speeimens are 
forw’arded. 
One serves for th o mold. 
Th e oth er is a model for th e artist. Be­ 
fore going furth er it sh ould be ex ­ 
plained th at th e casts are intended to 
represent th e animals th emselves in th o 
museum, and th ey must h e as lifelike 
as possible. 
Th ey are jjainted by men 
wh o are skilled in th is branch of art. 
Before making a mold from a snake 
th e animal, if alive, receives a dose of 
ch loroform, it m ayor may not recover. 
Th ere h ave been instances wh ere ser­ 
pents h ave got over th e effects of tliu 
ch loroform two or th ree times in succes­ 
sion, only to bo subjected to furth er 
dovses and made to serve again and 
again. Eerh ap.s an ana-.-^th etized oph id­ 
ian W’ill be coiled gracefully about th e 
branch of a tree, ami th e meld will h e 
taken from branch and .« nake togeth er, 
to 1)0 Hubse(ju< ntly painted, of course. 
Ur, if it were a rattlesnake, it would 
probably be trolled in a spiral, a.s if r« ady 
to strike. 
In th e west wing of th e 
Smith sonian institution is a iHiautiful 
ex h ibit of th e lattJesiiaktJHof th e Unitetl 
States. 
Th » :y l.x )k as if alive, th ough 
only casts, so well are th ey iiaiiited, 
with surroumlings of h erbage, etc., to 
counterfeit nature. 
It is th e same way with r* ptiles of 
oth er kiiid.s. 
Th ere are ever so many 
queer si» ecies of lizards in th is country, 
particularly in th e western desi rts. Th e 
h orned toad i.s one of th ese, n(jt being in 
reality a toad at all, tiiough it look.- 
like one. Th '-re are th e edik-le lizards 
of Death valley and oth ers wh ich are 
able to outrun th o fii.-test race h or.-e. 
Such creatures as th ese are easily mold­ 
ed, every scale in th eir armor being n;- 
produced with W’oiiderful ac'curacy oi 
detail. With land inanunalsit is differ­ 
ent, for a cast of a creature with a fur 
coat can h ardly tx i made to look like
